TO IMITATION. 

That ye be not slothfus, but followers of them who, 
through faith and patience, inherit the promises. 
—Hes. 6. 12. 

My young friends, I am happy to meet you 
again in pursuance of our design. Agreeably to 
our general plan, | am now to proceed to intro- 
duce you to a familiar acquaimtance with a se- 
lect company of the best characters, as patterns 
for your imitation. They will deter you from 
vice, they will encourage. you to heliness, and 
assist you in daty ; they will rouse your zeal, and 
reprove your backyeardness ; they will quicken 
you to diligence, and animate your devotions.— 
You will feel yourselves the more agreeably 
satished with their company, as they were all 
young when theyychose the good part, and gave 
their hearts to God. My intention is to present 
you with a few of the most prominent features, 
and striking traits, of their moval and religious 
characters. You will behold some of them strug- 
gling under difficulties,and rising superior to per- 
secutions. You will find some heroically resist- 
ing temptations, and steadily pursuing the path 
of duty. In fine, all the graces end virtues, all 
the practical duties of morality and religion, are 
exemplified in fheir conduct. You will see that 
it is possible for youth to be religious, you will 
see that those who gave their hearts to God, in 
early life, have overcome all difficulties, have 
resisted all the &vils, have performed all the du- 
ties, and have enjoyed all the felicities to which 
you are called ;—and that, through faith and pa- 
tience, they have gone to inherit the promises 
made to such as overcome. Let us then, lay a- 
side slothfulness, and become followers of them 
who, through faith and patience, inherit the 
promises. 


Haviag these encouragements, | trust you will 
all be ready to say, let me go also, 

1. Samven, for his early dedication to God, con- 
stancy in his seryice, and usefulness in the world, 
exhibits nearly a perfect pattern. He wasa 
child of much prayer, and had been solemnly de- 
voted to God from his birth. His parents had 
consecrated him to the Lord, and brought him 
early to appear before God, in his house of wor- 
ship; and he worshipped the Lord there. It 
was while attending upon the service of God in 
his temple, the Lord called Samuel repeatedly ; 
and Samuel, like many other young people, did 
not know the voice of the Lord, but supposed it 
to have been the voice.of Eli, the Priest; he 
therefore ran to him to inquire what he wanted 
of him. Eli, perceiving that it was the Lord, 
gave him suitable instructions how to conduct, 
and Samuel obeyed. O what a blessing: it is to 
be early devoted to God, and to have instruction 
from those who are experienced in his ways.— 
Samuel was obedient, and said, * Speak Lord, 
for thy servant waiteth to hear.” God commu- 
nicated to him his-will, by meeting him in his 
worship, and he grew in the knowledge and love 
of God, as he grew up to manhood. He was ev- 
er remarkable for his tender and jealous concern 
for the worship and glory of God. Firm in his 
teproofs of sin, just and candid in his general de- 
portment, he sustained the offices of Prophet, 

Priest, and J udge, or civil ruler, with great dig- 
hity and propriety. His death was peaceful, and 
much lamented—his memory precious, and wor- 
thy to be cherished. Inteim, therefore, youth 
have a worthy egample,-parents a pattern, and 





official characters a faithful guide. " After a life 
of examplary piety and usefulness, when he was 
old and grey headed, he made a moté affecting 
appeal to all the people in the presence of God, 
for the rectitude of his conduct, and they gave 
him their full and unequivocal approbation. 


2. Josern was remarkable for an early atten- 
tion to filial piety, patient suffering’ of wrong, re- 
sistance of temptation, chastity, justice, forgiy- 
ing injaries, fidelity. tombis thst, equitable gov- 
ernment, and intimacy with Heaven. Nothing 
can be more interesting than the whole history 
of Joseph’s life. The tender care of divine Pro- 
vidence over one who feared and served him, 
and his advancement to honor and usefulness, 
afford the most strinking encouragement to a 
life of early piety, Study, and make yourselves 
familiar with the biography and history of Jo- 
seph. Jt can be no wonder that a fondiparent 
loved a son so obedient and pidas! Though his 
pious life and intimacy with Heaven excited the 
hatred of his wicked brethren, and led them to 
conspire together, to effect his ruin, yet the 
Lord was ‘vith him and delivered him. How 
patiently and meekly did he suffer all their cru- 
elty? Behold the innocent and spotless youth, 
under one of the most powerful temptations that 
could beset human nature! Hear ‘his pious ex- 
clamatiou, “How can1 do this great wicked- 
ness, and sin against God?” Alive to a sense of 
daty and obligation to his master, deeply impres- 
sed with the fear of God, he was cold to the un- 
hallowed flame of lawless passion, and deaf to 
the entreaties of female allurement. A sense of 
the presence of God quenched every spark of 
impure desire. . In the time of temptation, let 
youth remember Joseph, and say, “ How can I 
do this great wickedness, and sin against God ?” 
Behold in Joseph an example ofthat fidelity you 
owe to youremployers. So unbounded was the 
confidence his master placed in him, that he com- 
mitted all his affairs ipto his hands. This was 
his plea for fidelity, and the Lord prospered all 
that he did. Whenhe came to be advanced to 
the government of Egypt, he was equally just, 
impartial and equitable. Amidst all his suffer- 
ings, amidst all his persecutions, amidst all his 
temptations, yea, amidst all his prosperity, he 
maintained a strict regard to religion, and fived 
a life of ardent piety and devotion’to God.— 
Hence flowed the kind affections, which led him 
to weep over his erring brethren, to forgive 
their grievous offences, to sooth their guilty and 
distressed minds, to iastruct andcharge them not 
to fall out by the way ; and afterwards to take a 
fatherly care of all their families. - If at any 
time you receive ill treatment from your friends 
or relations, behold Jeseph weeping on the 
necks of his cruel brethren! Hear him saying, 
“1 am Joseph, your brother! Now, therefore, 
be not grieved and angry with yourselves that 
ye sold me hither.” Moreover, he kissed his 
brethren, and wept upon them!!! 


&. In Isaac and the Rechabites you have strik- 
ing examples of children yielding to parental 
authority. When Abraham was commanded to 
arise and take his son, his only son Isaac, whom 
he loved, and go and offer@tim up asa burnt of- 
fering to the Lord, he took the lad and all the 
apparatus for the sacrifice. The obedient son 
said, behold the fire and the wood, but where 
is the lamb?” “ And Abraham said, my son, God 
will provide himself a lamb, 20 they went on 
both together, and came to the place which God 
had told him of. And Abraham built an altar 
there, and laid the wood in order, and bound 
isaac. his son and laid him on the wood.’? The 
father was obeying and worshipping God. The 
son accompaniesy assists and submits. The 
Lord approves, and provides the Lamb! Behold 
in this figure, the Lamb of God, which..taketh 
away the sin of the world! Behold an example 
of submission to parental authority, and learn 
your duty. In like manner the Rechabites obey- 
ed the voice of Jonadab their father, although 
he prohibited the use of many of the innocent 
comforts of life, yet they obeyed the voice of 
their father, and God approved their copduct,and 
ordered Jeremiah the prophet, to hold forth 
their example to his people, and promised his 
blessing upon them to the” latest generation. — 
Take them as your example, and obey your par- 
ents in the Lord. ; 


4." Osanran early feared the Lord, and loved 
his people and cause, in times of danger. This 
pious young man lived in a time of great declen- 
sion of religion. It wasin the reign of the wick- 
ed Ahab, when Jezebel sought to destroy all the

only am left alone to serve the Lord.”—Even 
then, this pious youth maintained his integrity, 
and at the hazard of his own life, hid, and main- 
tained a hundred of the Lord’s people. In him you 
have an example of unswerving. piety in times 
of general declension—in times gf bloody perse- 


idolatry—in atime when corrugt.@xample, blen- 
ded with supreme enti rath the 
worship, and*the worshippers of the living God, 
from the face of the earth. Then Obadiah 
could say, “1 thy servant fear the Lord from 
my youth.” Go thou and do likewise. 

2. Hezexian, the son of king Maz, was a 
young prince, who, at the age of twenty-five 
years, began to reign over Judah. He com- 
menced his reign by the-most serious and stren- 
uous efforts to promote and forward a referma- 
tion among the people. Notwithstanding the 
wicked conduct of his father, and the corruption 
of the times, he nobly dared fo come out and 
profess true religion. Trusting in the Lord, he 
opposed and put down idolatry,clave to the Lord, 
and was prospered of him. When his realm 
was invaded by the king of Assyria, who, by his 
messengers, reviled and blasphemed the God of 
Israel, Hezekiah went to the house of the Lord, 
and prostrated himself, and prayed and wrestled 
until the Lord sent him a peaceful answer. He 
appears to have been a man of prayer and pie- 
ty, who, although in one instance did not sancti-. 
fy the Lord God in his heart, and improve the 
circumstance to the glory of Géd, yet, when he 
come to be reproved and threatened, was hur:- 
ble and submissive, and gave the most unequiv- 
ocal proofs that he was a truly pious mav. If 
there are any of you, who have had the unhap- 
piness to be brought up by irreligious parents, 
surrounded by vicious examples, @hd have been 
ready to think itimpossible to be religious, look 
on the example of Hezekiah. Be not discour- 
aged, but dare to come outaad stand, if it should 
be alone, for God, and his sacred cause. Prayer, 
prayer to God is the mighty engine by which 
you shall overcome all your spiritual foes. Are 
you grieved with the blasphemies ofthe wicked 
around you, carry all your burdens of grief'to the 
Lord. “Are you laboring under sickness of body, 
turn your face to the wall in communion with 
him who heard and answered Hezekiah. 

&. Jostan was.but eight years old when he 
was distinguished for his hatred of prevailing 
corruption, for his zeal in reformation and en- 
couraging the work of the Lord. We again hear 
of him when about eighteen years of age, en- 
gaging with zeal in the work of reformation.— 
His riches, his power, his influence, his example, 
were all dedicated to God, and used to promote 
his glory. His heart was tender, and humble ; 
he wept, he rent his clothes, and plead to 
have the wrath of the Lord turned away from 
his people. He sought out the law, kad it cop- 
ied, and caused it to be publicly read. He 
encouraged the prophets and priests, and all the 
people who were pious. He discountenanced 
wickedness and put away wicked characters.— 
He made such provision for keeping the pass- 
over, that there was never one celebrated in 
like-manner in Israel. 

What a pleasing and affecting spectacle must 
it have been to see a young man, of birth, rank, 
and royalty, taking the lead in so pious a work. 
He was not ashamed to be found on his knees, 
not ashamed to be'seen with his cléthes rent and 
weeping before the Lord for the sins of his fath- 
ers, and the general wickedness of the people. 
He was not ashamed to send to inquire of the 
Lord to know his will; and when he had gajned | 
the information, he was not ashamed to go'and 
read the law of the Lord and call the people to 
enter with him into a solemn covenant to walk 
in the way of the Lord, to keep his command- 
ments and statutes with all their heart and with 
all their souls. Come, my young friends, and let 
this pious youth encourage you to engage in the 
serious ‘and important work of reformation, peni- 
tence, and humble obedience to God. 

7. Danrex and his companions stood pre-emi- 
nent champions for the law and worship of God. 
For self-denial, prayer, application to improve- 
ment, fidelity to employers, and communion 
with God. These young men were .captivesin 
a foreign country. They were. selected from 
among their fellow captives, to be educated by 
the king of Babylon, to be the future instru- 
ments to advance the interests of the state — 
To most youth, this would have been a flatter- 
ing prospect for self-indulgence—to eat of the 





Lord’s prophets—when Elijah fled, and said, “1 


bounty. But with them it was a season of seri- 
ous trial. Now they begin to discover a reso- 
jution for a life of self-denial, of temperance, and 
close application to study. They resolved not 
to renounce their religion,but they were discreet, 
modest, and condescending, as far as might be 
consistent with a good conscience, but no farther. 
This wise and prudent conduct gained them the 
esteem hd confidence of their superiors, and 
their improvement in knowledge, wisdom and 
learning, qualified them for future dvancement 
to places of honor and responsibility. Their su- 
perior skill in government—their stern integri- 
ty and unimpeachable rectitude, exposed them 
to the shafts of envy, ridicule and malice.— 
Their enemies sought every occasion against 
them, butcould find none. The malice of the 
carnal heart shows itself with the greatest viru- 
lence in matters of religion. Here their ene- 
mies sought their rain. They were calm and un- 
moved, while all wasstorm and rage about them ; 
they trusted in God, and were undevjating in 
their devotions ; they knew the lions were kept 
hungry to devour them, they knew the flames 
were enhindled to consume them—they knew 
the malice of their blood-thirsty foes—they knew 
the wrath of the king—they knew the unchang- 
able laws of, the Medes and Persians; but none 
of these things movedthem. ‘They prayed se- 
cretly and openly ag aforetime. When called 
upon to renounce their religion, and conform to 
that of the state, and when threatened with ven- 
geance in case of refusal, they firmly and fear- 
lessly answered, “Be it known unto thee, O 
king, that we wiii not serve thy gods, nor wor- 
ship the golden image which thou hast set up.” 
Are younot charmed to behold such firmness and 
cool recollection? to hear such decisions of 
wellinformed judgments? Are you not as much 
surprised at their dauntless courage and quench- 
less zeal, as you are pleased with their meek- 
ness and humility? But all this is the effect of 
carly piety. They knew the God they worship- 
ped was able to deliver them, or bring them 
through every trial without harm. How pow- 
erful was their example ? What acknowledg- 
ments were extorted from the mouths of their 
enemies ? ' 

8. Leaving the old, we will now proceed to 
select a few examples of eirly piety from the 
New-Testament. 

“'fimoruy was éarly acquainted with the scrip- 
tures, and- became united to the church, and 
continued a holy, useful member and minister of 
itaill his death. He had the happiness of hav- 
ing the instructions of pious parents, who had 
made him acquainted with those fountains of sa- 
cred truth, the holy scriptures. These became 
the guides of his youth, and the helps to future 
usefulness. So unblamable was his life and so 
excellent his reputation among the brethren of 
Derby and Lystra, that Paul took him furth to be 
his companion in travail, and fellow laborer in 
the gospel. The excellence of his character as 
aminister ef Christ may be inferred from the 
dignity of the office he sustained in the Church 
of God. 


9. The beloved disciple of our Lord, Joun, 
has always been regarded in the Christian Church 
as one of its. most able ministers and brightest 
‘ornaments. He was honored by the most dis- 
tinguishing friendship of his Lord. Amiable in 
his disposition, sincere and affectionate in his at- 
tachments, warm and ardent ‘in his piety; holy, 
active, and persevering through a long life of 
unremitted labor and usefulness, he exhibits one 
of the most distinguishing characters recorded in 
holy writ. His Gospel, Epistles, and Apoca- 
Mypse, contain the richest treusures of heavenly 
truth. As one who was early made a partaker 
of divine grace, he ever manifested a pecaliar 
regard for early piety. Hence, we hear him ad- 
dressing the babes, and young men in Christ, 
with a peculiar tenderness and solicitude,“ I write 
unto you, little children, because your sins are 
forgiven you for his name’s sake.” Again, ‘I 
write unto you, little children, because ye have 
known the Father.” “1 write unto you, young 
men, because ye have overcome the wicked one.’ 
‘| have written unto you, young men, because 
ye are strong, and the word of God abideth in 
you, and ye have overcome the wicked one.” — 
Yet again, “ My little children, let us not love 
in word, neither in tongue, but in deed and in 


idols.” In his second Epistle, he addresses a 
mother in Israel, whose children he loved in the 
truth, and says, “I rejoice greatly that I have 
found of thy children walking in the truth,”—

It seems, therefore, that he was not only a pat 
tern of early piety himself, but a great encoura- 
ger of all those who embrace religion in the 
days of their childhood and youth. We might 
also have mentioned Joun, the Baptist, who was 
devoted to God from his birth, and became emi- 
nent for piety and ysefulness, ‘He-was deciared, 
by our Lord, to be -a burning ang shining light, 
and had the honor to be the greatest prophet 
that was eyer born of woman. 

10. But it is to your Saviowr’s example thet 
we point you, in preference to every other. He 
who was in the form of God, and thowght it not 
robbery to We equal with God, and yet conde- 
scended to be mide of a woman, and made un- 
der the law, that he might redeem those who 
were under the law. He who was the bright- 
ness of the Father's glory and express image of 
his person, humbled himself to suffer and die, to 
redeem you. He did no sin, neither was guile 
found in his mouth. He came to seek and save 
those who were lost. He went about doing 


heavenly Father, he has given you the example 
and encouragement to engage in early life, to do 
your heavenly Father’s business. Be ye there- 
fore, followers of bim as dear children. Let 
that mind be in you which $vas also in Christ Je- 
sus. Take his yoke upon you-and learn of him, 
and you shall find rest to your souls ; for his yoke 
is easy and his burden is light. 

Having, according to our proposed design, in- 
troduced to your notice a number of characters 
who have been the most distinguished for early 
piety, and who are worthy patterns for your imi- 
itation ; let me exhort you not to be slothful, but 
to be followers of them, who, through faith and pa 
tience, inherit the promises. Arise ! now, and op- 
en your eyes to the light of trath and the beau- 
ties of holiness! Indulge not in sloth and me- 


The Lord will early employ you to work in his 


the work, you have-had sgitable motives held 
out to your view to engage yourattention. You 
have been cautioned against the evils to which 
you are most exposed, you have now had some 
of the brightest ‘examples held up for your imi- 
tation. Will you not try to follow them in the 
ways of well doing? You have seen that in ev- 
ery state and condition there have been some 
who have given you an example of piety. Un- 
der the Patriarchal, Prophetic, and Christian 
dispensations, we have seen godly children and 
pious youth. Some of them were dedicated to 
God by their parents, and were reared up as ten- 
der plants in the garden of the Lord. They 
profited by parental instruction, and were sub- 
missive to parental authority. Others, although 
children of wicked parents, and discouraged by 
vicious examples and persecutions, have obeyed 
the voice of God, and come out from the wick- 
ed, and stood as lights in the world, and witnes- 
ses of the truth. Some had to resist the blan- 
dishments of the world, and others the lusts of 
the flesh. Some have patiently submitted to por- 
erty, and others have held fast their integrity in 
kings’ courts. Some have been distinguished 
for their private, others for their public virtues; 
and all have proved that the ways of religion are 
pleasant, and her paths peace. They have all 
obtained a good. report, left the savor of a good 
name, and gone to inherit the promises. Be ye 
therefore imitators of their virtues, followers of 
their faith and patience. Arise! and begin now! 
Resolve to lose no time. Be determined, by di- 
vine grace, to study their examples, and become. 
familiar with their characters. Let such become 
your secret counsellors and constant co : 
Transcribe all their virtues, énrich yourselves 
with all their experiencé—And may the Lord 
bring you to enjoy. their holy company in his 
heavenly kingdom, for Christ's sake.—Asnn.

FROM TNE NEW-YORK OBSERVER. 

American Bible Societics--On Thursday, the 
American Bible Soeiety celebrated their eighth 
* anniversary at the City Hotel in Broadway.— 
Gen. Mathew Clarkton, one of the Vice Presi- 
dents of the “Society, took :the chair, and the 
meeting was opened precisely at 10 o’clock.— 
‘{he exercises commenced with the reading of 
‘the 65th chapter of Isaiah, by the Rev. John 
Armstrong, late chaplain ef the British settle- 
‘ment at Honduras. 

The President of the ‘Society, the Hon. John 
Jay, being unable from age and infirmity to be 
present, an address, prepared by him for the oc- 
casion, was read by the Rev. James Milnor, D. 
D. the Society’s Secretary for foreign corres- 
pondence. 

Letters from the Hon. Bushrod Washington, 
John Quiecy Adams, Amlrew Kirkpatrick, Chis. 
‘Geldsborough, William Phillips, David L. Mor- 
rill, Francis 8. Key, Joscph, and Smith Thomp- 
~son, Vice-Presidents of the Seciety, apologizing 
tof their absence at the anniversary, were then 
read: after which Wm. W. Woolsey, Esq. Trea- 
surer of the Society, exhibited his annual report 

of the state of the treasury. By this document 
it appears the reccipts for the eighth year have 
been $42,416 95 cts. 

Last year the receipts, exclusive of subscrip- 
tions to the Depository, amounted to $36,136. 

From the'annual report of the Society, which 
‘was read by’the Rev. Dr. Woodhull, it appears, 
‘that during ‘the last year, there have been prin- 
ted, at‘the Society’s depository, 34,000 Bibles, 








and 42,875 Testaments; in all 76,875 
Bibles: and Testaments in foreign lan- 

guages, received from the British 

and Foreign Bible Society, 350 
German Testaments purchased, 350 
Printed by Kentucky Bible Society 

from plates belonging tothe Amer- 

ican Bible Society, 2,000 

“Making in the whole, 79.575 

Which added to 323,777 


“the number mentioned in the last report, makes 
a grand total of four hundred and three thousand 
three hundred and fifty-two Bibles and Testaments, 
or parts of the latter, printed from the stereo- 
type plates of the Society, or otherwise obtain- 
ed for circulation, during the eight years of the 
Society’s existence. 

There have been issued from the Society’s 
«lepository, during the last year, 


Bibles, 31,590 
Testaments, 28,849 
which added to 284,623 


issued during the seven preceding years, make 

a total of three: hundred and nine thousand and 

sixty-two Bibles and Testaments, and parts of the 

jatter, issued by the American Bible Society 
since its establishment. 

‘There have been added forty-four new aux- 
iliaries during the past year, making the whole 
number four hundred and four. 

The number of Bibles and Testaments which 
have been issued gratuitously, to auxiliary socie- 
ties is 14,729, and the value of them, $8,262 23. 

“ The Society have realized all the advanta- 
ges which they expected from the building which 
was erected for the transaction of their mechan- 
ical and other business operations, the debt incur- 
red by the Managers for that purpose is ina 
course of liquidation, and in a few years will be 
extinguished, without diverting any portion of 
the ordinary funds of the Society from their des- 
tined objects. 

Very considerable and valuable additions have 
heen made by the liberality of Bible Societies 
abroad, and individuals in the United States, to 
the Biblical library. 

A set of stereotype plates has been procured 

during the past year for a Testament of a larg- 

* er size, and another is partly completed for the 
Bible in the Spanish language.”

I rejoice to meet you this evening, and I rejoice 
that your love to my poor countrymen has bro’t 
you all together on this occasion. You are hold- 
ing a council to-night, to hear what has been 
dene the past year, and God has permitted me 
to meet with you, and hear and see great things 
which I never heard or saw before. 

“My countrymen have.long been in darkness, 
but now I see the light is spreading among them. 
My poor countrymen have long been neglected, 
but now I see the white brothers opening their 
eyes and looking upon us. In time past there 
were only a few who loved and pitied us; now 
there are a great many. _ 1 now meet with friends 
evey where, and I see and hear that every year 
my Christian brothers are doing more. ‘T'hey 
are getting the dust out of their eyes and ears, 
which had been thrown into them by the evil 
reports of bad men. Now I see old and young, 
and little children, and men and women engag- 
ed to do us good. These things make my heart 
rejoice. 
even now lam poorandignorant. I cannot read 
for myself, but I have heard the gospel, and now 
| hope that I have received it into my heart.— 
It is true I have always been a sianer, and now | 
am a very old sinner. 
the gospel, and I have learned that Jesus can 
save me.

Go, all, and live to some purpose, 
like him. ’ 

After the reading of the Report, one or two, 
addresses were delivered.” The Rev. Mr. Crane, 
missionary among the Tuscaroras, in the state of 
New-York, stated the following fact. Two of 
the missionaries to the Osages went from their 
mission establishment, some time since, to visit 
two remote tribes, among whom a yoann | 
had never been seen. On arriving at the dwel- 
ling place of one of tlie tribes, they found it de- 
serted, and passed on to the next. Never had 
the feet of a missionary trod this ground before, 
They found the Indians at home; they discover- 
ed aman who could act as interpreter. With 
him they passed from house to house, speaking 
tothe people. At length they called at a hut 
where were.a man and his wife. On entering, 
the woman asked them, ‘“*Do you bring Jesus 
Christ with you ?”—Struck with astonishment, 
and scarcely understanding her, they did not im- 
mediately answer. ‘1 mean,” says she, ‘do 
you know, andJove, and follow the Lord Jesys 
Christ?” 'Fii@y fold-her they were his minis- 
ters. At this‘she was transported with joy.— 


They replied, yes, but they would first reada 
portion of the word of Go’.—“ Doso,” said she, 
“and | will bring you a Bible.”’—She went into 
the interior of the hut, and, lifting up a parcel 
of bear skins, brought them out a Bible! It had 
been given by a Moravian missionary to her fath- 
er, halfa century ago, andhe, on his death-bed, 
commended it to her perusal. She had borne 
it into the remote wilderness, and there had re- 
joiced in its promises, and found salvation through 
its truth! !fsuch be the history of a single Bi- 
ble, what must not be the grand consequence of 
Bible Societies ? ‘ 

At the close of the meeting, an aged Tusca- 
rora chief, who accompanied Mr. Crane, addres- 
sed the Society. He is 80 years of age, twenty 
of which he has been a consistent Christian.— 
He spoke through an interpreter, and expressed 
his joy at what he witnessed—saying he should 
go home ang tell his nation. May the Lord bless 
iim ! 

Such a mecting, where all denominations uni- 
ted, without any possibility of collision, closed as 
it was by aChristian Indian Chief of fourscore, 
whose conversion has flowed from the Bible,was 
an antepast of that day, when all shall surround 
the throne of the common Father with songs of 
everlasting praise.—Philad.

This school has been in operation sev- 
eral years, and several thousand scholars have 
receiyed the benefits of @ good thorough Eng- 
lish education. And but three persons who have 
been educated here, have been convicted in our crim- 
inal courts! This single fact speaks volumes in 
favor of persevering in an endeavor to improve 
the condition of this unfortunate class of people. 
It is education—it és the cultivation of the mind 
and the heart, which teaches them to be honest, 
makes them quiet and orderly citizens, and leads

SUCCESS OF MISSIONS. 

Almost every day brings us fresh intelligence 
of the success of the Missionaries of the Cross 
among the Heathen nations.—Surely the oppos- 
ers of Missions will be compelled to acknowledge 
that the work is the Lords, and that “ the peo- 
ple will be willing in the day of his power.”— 
The following,which we copy from the Colum- 
bian Star, will be read with deep interest by the 
friends of Missions. . 


Latest Intelligence from Otaheite. 

Accounts have been received from the mara- 
time expedition under Capt. Duperre. They ar2 
dated in the month of May, 1823. They contain 
interesting details on nautical and magnetic ob- 
servations, and on the discovery of four isiands, 
to which he has given the names of Clermont, 
Tonnere, Lostanges, Angier, and Freycinet 
They form a part of the dangerous Archipelago, 
and are inhabited by men who appear to be ex- 
tremely mistrustful, and with whom no commu- 
nication could be held. Bad weather forced 
him to depart in haste, and he went to Otaheite. 
He describes the happy changes effected on the 
morals of those conntries, since the introduction 
of Christianity. A few years were alone suffi- 
cient to make idolatry, polygamy, sacrifices of 
human beinge, murder of children, &c. &c. dis- 
appear. 

A letter dated Otaheile, the 13 of May last, 
contains the following statement :— 

“The Isle of Otaheite is now so different from 
what it wasin the time of Captain Cook, in 1767, 
that it is impossible for me to give you a com- 
plete idea in so short a letter, written in all 
haste. The missionaries have totally changed 
the direction of the morals and customs of the 
inhabitants ; Idolatry exists no longer ;*Christian- 
ity is generally adopted. The women now be- 
have with extraordinary reserve; they no long- 
er go on board the ships ; and even on land it is 
impossible to form with them the least cunnex- 
ion, the least attachment. Marriages are con- 
tracted asin Europe —even the King at present 
can have but one wi The practice of destroy- 
ing children and human sacrificeeno longer ex- 
ists. Almost all the inhabitants can write and 
read; they all have religious books written. in 
their language and printed in the island. 

Sixty-six magnificent chutches have been built, 
and twice a week the people go in great devo- 
tion to hear the preacher. Individuals are often 
seen taking notes with a pencil and paper of the 
most interesting passages of the sermon. 

‘The missionaries yearly convoke at Paparo, 
the whole of the population, which amounts to 
7000 souls. This assembly is at present holden. 

There is now a discussion going on respecting a 
new code of laws, and the principal chiefs of the 
nation ascend the tribune, and speak for whole 
hourswith a yehemence truly extraordinary. 

‘About two months ago the isle of Otaheite de- 
clared itself independent of England ; it only re- 
Cognizes its missionaries. A red flag’with a 
white starin the upper corner, is now mounted 
on the point which Bougainville uamed Point 
Venus.

STEAM-BOAT DISASTER. 
From the N. Y. Observer. 

Dreadful Calamity.—On Saturday evening, the 
15th insi. about half past 7 o’clock, while the 
steam boat Aetna, Capt. Robinson, was on her 
passage from Washington, New Jersey, to this 

ity, about seven miles. from the Battery, the 

entre boiler bursted, and instantaneously killed 
everal of the passengers, tore up the deck, 
roke the machinery, scattered the fragments in 
every direction, and reduced the central part of 
he vessel toa complete wreck. The principal 

ischief was done in the after cabin, where most 
of the ladies were assembled. 

The whole number of persons on board the 
Etna at the time of the explosion was 34. Of 
theee 19 were passengers, and 15 officers, crew 
and servants of the boat. The following are the 
names of those who lost their lives by the explo- 
ion, viz. Mrs, Sarah Farman, wife of Mr. Job 
Furman of this city, aged 44; Mrs, Merserole, 
daughter of Mr. Furman, married about 6 weeks 
since, aged 22; Mary Furman, sister of Mr. Fur- 
man, aged 54; Caroline Furman, neice of Mr. 
Furman, aged 10; Mary Bates, aged 9; Nancy 
Dougherty of Auburn, (N. Y.); Mre. Taylor; 
Alex. Cromwell, waiter on board the 4tna ; Vic- 
tor Grasse, steward, (jumped overboard and was

died at the Hospital soan after they were brought 
onshore. Besides those who died, there were 
also seven others carried to the Hospital badly 
scalded, five of them dangerously. The rest es- 
caped without material injury. 

From the aboye account it will be perceived 


that this afflicting dispensation has fallen with pe- 
culiar weight upon Mr. Furman of this city. Four 
of the ten who were killed were females of his 
family. ‘They left the city after nine o’clock on 
Saturday mofning, in company witha son-in-law 
and a nephew of Mr. F. to attend the funeral in the 
afternoon, at Elizabethtown,of Mrs. Price, aneice 
of Mr. F’s.

Emancipation—The General Assembly of 
Rhode Island have assented to the resolution 
passed some time since by the State of Ohio, ; 
which provides for the graduab emancipation of 
slaves in the United States. The Assembly ex- 
press an opinion, that a system of foreign eoloni- 
zation might be adupted, that “ would in»due- 
time effect the entire emancipation of the slaves 
in our country, without any violation of the na- 
tional compact, or infringement of the rights of 
individuals ; by a passage ofa law by the gener- 
al government, with the consent of the slave- 
holtling States, which should provide that all 
children of persons now held in slavery, born 
after the passage of such law, shall be free at 
the age of 21 years (being supported during their 
minority by the persons claiming the service of 
their parents) provided they consent to be trans- 
ported to the intended place of colonization.” — 
For our own part we cannot but highly approve 
of such a nieasure, if there be any prospect of 
its being carried into effect “ with the consent of 
the slave-holding States.” It would work the

REASONS FOR METHODISM. 


LETTER 111,—concluded, 








Sec. v. Of myown Bxperience in 
Matters, 
I come now to treat of the most interesting 
art of my subject. 1 am aware that the account 
Fie about to give of what | call my own expe- 
rience, will be viewed by different people ia 
-different lights. "Phe greater part will look up- 
on me as an enthusiast ; some, who have my in- 
‘terest at heart, and whom, next to God, } believe 
it my duty to reverence and obey, will regard 
me perhaps with an eye of pity, and be sorry 
that I should have exposed myself,as.they think, 
to the ridicule of the world; some may be apt 
to charge me with presumption, whilst others, 
who have experienced similar convictions them- 
selves, will rejoice and congratulate me on» the 
occasion, and hail me as a friend and brother in 
Jesus Christ. , 

In my first Letter I gave an account of the 
reasons which induced me to embrace the Chris- 
tian Religion as a Revelation from God. In my 
second Letter and the former part of this, | have 
assigned my motives for uniting myself with the 
society of Methodists. Ishall now attempt to 
describe,as concisely as possible, the state of my 
mind, and the convictions I, at different times ex- 
perienced, from the period that | began to think 
seriously, to the pesmi moment. And may that 
God, who knows! cannot deceive him, and that 
1 have no intention to deceive others, assist me 
in writing the words of soberness and truth !. And 
if He vouchsafe torender these letters tnstru- 
ymental-in the conversion of a single soul, 1 shall

esteem my time usefully employed, and my la-, 


bor well rewarded. 
It was about the middle -of September, when 
| beganto have any serious impressions. For 
some time before, | had often been uneasy and 
disaontented in my mind ; i was never comfort- 
able when alone ; and, when4 went into com- 
pany, | stillfound a something wanting to reu- 
der society perfectly agreeable and congenial 
tomy ownestate: ‘The general topics of con- 
veriation appeared to me rather frivolous and 
aninstroctive. 1 did not find that enjoyment in 
the emusemenis of-life, which others who par- 
k in them appeared to do, and many of them 
‘were succeeded with disappoiatmrent and regret. 
| Had more pleasure frequently if the anticipa- 
tion, than I realized in the possession of the ob- 
jects in view. And when! came to reflect de- 
Tiberately on the manner | was spending my time, 
and the little satisfaction which it afforded me, | 
felt a consciousness of having acted wrong, and 
made resolutions to reform. But making them 
in my own strength, and relying on my own nat- 
aral exertions to accomplish them, they were to 
no purpose, and the least temptation coming in 
the way; plunged me afresh into those very fol- 
lies 1 had a little before determined to renounce. 
Thus it is that the light of nature and the efforts 
of unassisted reason, ate but feeble barriers, 
whemopposed to the influence of custom, and 
the power of temptation. hie 
Finding, however, less and less satisfaction in 
«he contse | was pursuing, { mixed» less fre- 
quently with the world, wvoided its spusements, 
and. spent the greatest partof my leisgre time in 
private. _ Solitude soon became'no longer irk- 
some ; my beoks were my companions, and my 
sown thoughts my delight. | foand myself hap- 
pier in proportion as I secluded myself from 
company. Icould.think of nothing with satis- 
faction byt religion, and all conversation, which 
had not this for its object, appesrec to me dry 
and uninteresting. 1 began to pray earnestly that 
God would enlighten my understanding, that 
he would remove my doubts and fears, and es- 
tablish my faith on a sure and solid foundation — 
Some sermons which I heard about this time, fo- 
withseveral conversations which! had 
upon reli a subjects with different people, 
etim me in wy desires after truth. I grew 
mote fond of retirement’: Reading, meditation, 
privete prayer, social worship, and the company 
of sreligou friend, constituted my highest fe- 
icity, {was anxious to redeem the time | had 
shamefully squandered away, and to devote 
ihe rest 6f my days to the service of my God, 
id the good of my fellow creatures. The Bi- 
‘ble. was my peculiar study, I perused @with de- 
ligt and improvement. ‘The more I read, the 
more clearly | saw my own ignorance, my own 
inability to help myself, and the sinfulness of my 
éonduct. But! discevered likewise a way 
open for the remission of sins, and that the blood 
of Jesus Christ cleanseth from all unrighteousness. 











I saw the necessity of becoming a new creature in 
Christ ; that without faith I could not please God ; 
and that without Divine Grace | could not per- 
form the Divine Will. | was sensible of my want 
of faith : The fear of man, and the power ofshn, 
though somewhat diminished, still reigned un- 
subdued in my heart; and though I felt no rel- 
ish for the pleasures | had formerly indulged in, 
| did not yet experience that inward peac® and 
joy which the Scripture assures us is the privi- 
lege of the righteous. I continued to yo to 
church on a Sunday, when opportunity occur- 
red, and to the Methodist. chapel as often as | 
could. Twas much assisted by, the prayers of 
my friends as well as mfown ; and amongst oth- 
er books which I :cad,! think it my daty to men- 
tion one in particular, which was remarkably 
profitable to me ; and that was. Mr. Fletcher's 
Appeal to Matter of Fact and Common Sense. 
My mind now became uncommonly active ; ideas 
crowded in upon'me so fast, and in such succes- 
sion, a8 almost to banish sleep ; | could not bear 
to sit long at table during meals. I lived very 
temperately, and notwithstanding the present 
agitated state of my spirits, ! went through my 
business, with ease and alacrity. I cannot say, 
that I had yet any distinct assurance of the for- 
giveness of my sins and acceptance with God ; 
but I felt an indescribable convietion in my mind 
that he would pardon me, and receive me into 
his favor, and adopt-me as his child, before he 
took Ine hence. This conviction was an unspesk- 
able source of comfort and happinessto me. | 
prayed more fervently than ever, and my 
thoughts were almost continually directed to 
Heaven and heavenly things. But the time now 
approached when my hopes were more than re- 
alized, my expectations more than answered.— 
Mr. Gibbons, one of our Preachers, calling at a 
house where | was visiting, afler some conver- 
sation had passed, went as usual to prayer.- My 
mind was affected ina remarkable manner dur- 
ing the whole time | was upon my knees. I felt 
what I cannot express; | was overpowered, | 


ternate emotions of fear and hope, of sorrow and 
of joy. When the prayer was concluded, I wept 
bitterly ; | shed tears ; but they were the tears 
of joy. Gratitude and love absorbed ever¥ oth- 
er feeling ; | saw as it were, the sins of my whole 
life set in array before me, and at the very same 
instant all blotted out in the blood of the Lamb. 
I saw myself freely justified : 1 was enabled to 
look up to God as a reconciled Father ; and ! felt 
the Spirit iteelfbearing witness with my spiril 
that | wasa child of God, Kom. viii. 16. * Ptaise 
the Lord, O my sol, and ali that is within me 
praise his holy name,” was the constant language 
of my heart. [wes steed born again ; old things 
were passed away, ail (hings were become new. 
Every doubt andevety fear vanished; my faith 
was strong, and | experienced such a lively hope 
of the glory which ia to come, that | was equal- 
ly resigned to die as live. I viewed myself in 
the light of a prisoner set at large; my chains 
were broken; my soul free ; | breathed a new 
atmosphere ; my mind acquired new vigor, and 
my whole body was full of light. | had before 
lived to myselfalone ; I now felt alive to God ; | 


relied onthe merits of my Saviour. My past 
life Had beena scene of contending passions, a 
succession of vanity, folly and disquietade ; my 
greatest enjoyment now Cousisted in close com- 
munion with God, and in sentiments of adoration 
and praise for the manifestation of his pardoning 
mercy. | experienced “ that perfect love which 
casteth out fear ;” | found indeed that “wisdom’s 
ways are ways of pleasaniness, and all her paths 
are peace ;” that the service of God is freedom, 
and that where the Spirit ofthe Lord is, there is 
liberty- 

could sleep but little ; gratitude and ejacula- 
tions of prayer and thanksgiving kept me waking

I imagined! saw a spirit of relig- 
ion diffusing itselfaround me on every side; al- 
most every house seemed to be an house of 
prayer ; and [ thoughtthat by a few words | 
could bring every body to embrace ihe same 
faith as myself. 1 wished for others to be par- 
takers of that happiness I experienced, and thai 
we might all unite with one voice and one heart, 
to praise the Lord for his goodness, and be as 
one fold under one shepherd. 


I saw now’the Providence of God exemplified 
in every past event and circumstance of my life. 
Proofs of hi wisdom, his, power and goodness, 
| were manilested in those very occurrences which 
had formerly given me pain, and which | ther 
regarded as serious evils. leaw that those whom 
| had looked upon as enemies, ought rather to 
be esteemed amongst my réal friends ; for the 
uneasiness they had. caused me had contri-: 
buted to bring me to a thoughtful state of mind, 
to an earnest waiting upon God, and to seek for 
happiness where alone it wasto be found. Of 
ten did I repeat with delight these words of the 
poet, °

And my»weary troubled spirit

sion of anger or rese niment, | regarded all man- 
kind as my equals. sympathized with the afific- 
ted ; visited, relieved, and com/orted, to 4° best 
of my-ability, the sick and the needy ; und it 
more profitable to go to the house of mourning 
than to the house of feasting : | wept with those 
that wept, and rejoiced with those that did re- 
joice. 1 experienced now the value of health 
and other temporal blessings, and the possession 
of these excited in me fresh sentiments of grati- 
tude, anddemanded constant returns of. thank- 
fulness and praise. 

My heart was devoted to God: my thoughts 
centred in him, | feared neither the censures 
nor courted the applause of the world, | endeav- 
ored to have in view the glory of God in all my 
avords and actions. I could say with the Psalm- 
ist, * The l.ordismy light and my salvation; 
whom shall | fear? The Lord is the strength of 
my life ; of whom shall I be afraid? As the 
heart’ panteth after the water brooks, so 
panteth my ‘soul after thee,O God. Whom 
have | in Heaven bat thee, and there is none up- 
on earth [ desire 19 comparison of thee. A -day 
in thy courts is better than a thousand ; I had | 
rather be a door-keeper in the house of my God, 
than to dwell in thié tents of wickedness ; for 
the Lord is my Sun arid my Shield; the strength 
of iny Reirt and my portion for ever.” 

Itis net to be wondered at, that my present 
conduct should appear so strange in the eye of 
the world, as to lead many to suppose I had lost 
my reason and was beside myself. 1 found nev= 
erthelese, that [ was equally capable of attending 
to business, and discharging the necessary duties 
of my calling, with credit to myself and satisfac- 
tion to others. But | am inctined to believe,that 
had this rapturous state of mind continued much 
longer, it would have been more than my 
strength could have supported ; and it pleased 
God that I soon became more calm and compos- 
ed, and I enjoyed a solid peace, which though 
less ecstatic, was infinitely superior to all the 
pleasures this world could afford, and which Il 
would not have exchanged for the wealth of the 
Indies. This peace I still retain; 1 praise God 
night and day; itis my meat and drink to do 
his will. I know that it is God that worketh in 

e both to will and to do of his good pleasure ; 
to him therefore I ascribe all the glory of every | 
action pleasing and acceptabie in his sight: * 1 
praise him for all thatis past, and I trust him for 
all that is to come.” 

I still however feel the necessity of a watch- 
ful arid praying spirit. | feel that though the 
powerof sin be subdued, yel the liability tocom- 
mit it still remains, and that when temptations 
assail and cfosses intervene, my temper is apt to 
be ruffled, emotions ofjan unpleasant kind arise 
in my breast, which tend to humble me in the 


had forme: ly trusted in my own strength, | now#ust, andcause me “to apply earnestly to the 


throne of grace, that God would renew my 
strength and establish. my goings. 

I am thankful that God hath given me a_ten- 
der conscience, and thyt the least omission of 
any known duty, as well as the commission of 
any actual sin, fillsme with remorse and godly 
sorrow. ‘This teaches-me that my dependant 
state is an excellent preservative against pre- 
sumpticn and spiritual pride, and crivesme con- 
tigually to that fountain which is ever open to 
the sincere penitent. ‘ Every moment, Lord, | 
need the merit of thy death,” and fresh’sapplies 
of grace. -May that Ged who hath justified me 
freely sanctify me wholly, and preserve my 
whole spirit, soul, and body blameless, unto the 
coming of our Lord Jesus Christ ! . 

I have now spoken my mind freely and fally. 
[ have discharged a duty which | thoughtincum- 
bent upon me to perform, and leave the event 
to God. 

[cannot conclude without expressing a grate- 
ful acknowledgment ofthe many marks of can- 
dor and liberality | have experienced from my 
friends. Lhave not only met with less Opposition 
than i expected, but I have been treated in. many 
respects witha degree of tenderness and affec- 
‘lon, which I fear is not very commouly display- 
ed oo ike occasions. God knows, that the on- 
ly circumstance which*bas afforded me any an- 
easiness, is, that my conduct should not.altogeth- 
er be approved of by those persons, whom it is 
no less my interest and inclination, than my du- 
ty to please and obey. Buif “when a man’s 
ways.please the Lord, he can make even his 
enemics to be at peace with him,” how much 
more may we expect that he will establi uajon, 
harmony and love amongst those who are relat- 
ed to each other by the ties of nature and a long 
habit of social intercourse.

land. He had no méans to support a wile and 
two children, save the scanty earnings obtained 
by keeping an ass, on which he used to carry 
coals from Baramour caalhill to Doddington and 
Wooler; or by making brooms of ¢he heath, and 
selling them around the country. Yet, poor 
and despised’ as, he was in consequence of his 
poverty, in my forty years acquaintance with 
the professing world, I have scarce met with his 
equal, as a man that lived near to God, or one 
who was favored with more evident answers to 
prayer. My parens. then living ata village 
called Hanging-Hall, about one inile and a half 
from-his but, I had frequent interviews with him, 
in one of which he was solicitous to know wheth- 
er my father or mother had sent him any unex- 
pected relief the night before. 1 answered him 
in the negative, so faras | knew: At which he 
seemed to be uneasy. | then pressed to know 
what relief he had found; and how? After re- 
questing secrecy, unless! shouldhear from any 
other quarter (and if so, he begged! would ac- 
quaint him) he proceeded to inform me, that be- 
ing disappointed in receiving money for his 
coals the day befvre, he returned home in the 
évening, and to his pain and distress found that 


there was neither bread nor meal, norany thing 


to supply their place in his house ; and that bis 
wife wept sore for the poor children who were 
both crying for hunger; that they continued 
crying till they both fell asleep; that he put 
them to bed, and their mother with them, who 
likewise soon went to sleep, being worn out 
withthe sufferings of the children and her own 
tender feeiings.
